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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Addition of language pertaining to "initiation attribute differing from said current attribute" would require further 
consideration in claim 1 Similar changes suggested for claims 19 and 27 would have been acceptable if separately filed. Claim 1 has no 
recitation of altitude values, and thus the attribute could have been any aircraft "attribute" or parameter, such as a take-off indication 
device. Even the current cited prior art could read on the limitation since the rate of change of altitude cited by Beriipz could have been 
considered a capture initiation attribute.
